What step do Victorians propose to 
tak« to aid the work of relieving the 
famine-stricken people of Ireland ? Six 
hundred thousand people — -men, women 
and children— are suffering for food 
and raiment, and tlie number is being 
added to daily. The failure of crops 
has produced misery so woeful and 
widospread that tho horrid scenes of 
the Irish Famine in 184-G seem likely 
to he repeated on a. more extended 
scale — if, indeed, such were possible. 
Those amongst us who can call to mind 
that dieadful epoch in the history of 
the Green Tsle would not thank us for 
depicting tho terrible events which wero 
a distinguishing feature of that fright- 
ful visitation ; and those whose mem- 
ories do not carry them so far back 
need only to be "told that the very 
worst picturo of distress they have 
ever witnessed ; — the most woebegone, 
poverty-stricken, shrinking wretch who 
has appealed in this favored land to 
them for assistance, was a pampered 
and overfed fellow-being when contrast- 
ed with the people of Ireland during 
the year of the potato rot. Entire 
families starved to doath in thoir 
hovels. Men laboring on the roads or 
cutting peat dropped dead from ex- 
haustion. Women and children on 
their way to relief stations per- 
ished by the wayside. Mothers w«rs 
found dead with infants tugging at their 
dried breasts. The cities and police 
stations were thronged with beggars 
who scrambled for and eagerly devour- 
ed potato-peelings and other refuse of 
kitchens, thrown to them as if thoy 
were so many dogs. Culled into being 
by the low diet, a deadly contagious 
disoaso stalked through the land, and 
thousands who had husbanded their food 
resources were stricken down and died 
of typhus fever. Close observers in 
England and Ireland predict that 
during the present and the two suc- 
ceeding months the condition of the 
Irish people will bo appalling. They 
appeal to more favored countries for 
aid. The cry — sharp, urgent and piti- 
ful — has reached this far-distant 
dependency of Great Britain; and a 
Committee has been formed hero to re- 
ceive subscriptions, which come in all 
too slowly. 

Victoria has always responded gen- 
erously to such calla To the Lanca- 
shire Relief Fund in 1SG3 she gave 
.£1000; to the French Belief Fund in 
1871 neai'ly as much more ; and, later 
on, to the St. John's Relief Fund she 
contributed more generously, man for 
man of her population, than any other 
city on the continent. She stands 
ready and willing now to discharge her 
duty to stricken Ireland, without re- 
gard to creed. Whether the appeal 
should tako tho form of a door-to-door 
subscription, or a performance by 
amateurs, the response will be full- 
handed. The situation is most urgent. 
A thousand dollars dispatched by wire 
across land and sea before the close of 
this month would drive the wolf from 
the doors of a score of homes and might 
save a hundred lives. It is NOW that 
help, to be efficacious and effective, 
must be rendered. Delays are always 
dangerous. In the case of the [rish 
Famine they might prove fatal. 



THE CIRCULATION 
VERSY.

IS, is not our intention to more than 
refer to-day to the controversy respect- 
ing the circulation of the two city 
papers. The challenge of the carriers 
of The Colonist not having been accept- 
ed at Doon, yesterday, Messrs. Par- 
sons and Ennor waited on Messrs. 
McTeirnan, Short and Burkes, the 
Irish Relief Fund Committee, and de- 
posited with those gontlemen the sum 
of $100, which will be held by them 
subject to tho conditions of the card 
which, with the committee's receipt, 
will bo found in this, issue. In order 
to afford tho Standard people an oppor- 
tunity of "rustling round" to beg or 
borrow the required sum, our carriers 
inform us that tho challenge will re- 
main open for one week. They evi- 
dently "mean business;" and it now re- 
mains for the Standard man to "put 
up or shut up." Citizens will watch 
the outcome of the challenge with some 
interest. If tho Standard should con- 
sent to have the test applied, whatever 
may be tho result, the Irish Relief 
Fund will be benefitted to the extent of 
$100. Wo hope this fact will not be 
lout sight of. Neither must it bo for- 
gotten that if it is demonstrated that 
The Colonist is daily read by 1200 
more persons than read the Standard, 
the importance of tho former as an ad- 
vertising medium must bo correspond- 
ingly greater than tho value of the 
latter for the same purpose. It will 
also be remarked that our carriers 
seek no personal profit: every penny of 
the §100 that may be forfeited will be 
paid into tho fund for tho benefit of the 
distressed people of Ireland. This fact 
alone should force the Standard to "too 
the mark."

BY THE SPOONFUL. 

Why don't the City Councillors in- 
sist upon proper protection being 
afforded those citizens who have occa- 
sion to visit the Bostoflice ? The sand- 
stone front is crumbling to decay, "it 
may come down by the run any day 
and crush or maim a dozen persons. 
If the Councillors wero to ascend to 
the second story and examine the sills 
they would find the stone so decayed 
that it can be picked to pieces with a 
stick or penknife. Actually, on Sa- 
turday last, we took a" tablespoon and 
rubbed it along one of tho sills. Ihe 
part touched crumbled to sand at once, 
whicb'.we scooped up with the spoon as 
eAsily as if it were loose sand on the 



beach. Exposure to the weather has 
dissolved the elemont that bound the 
particles together in an apparently solid 
form, and there is little left now but 
loose sand. When tho soft portions of 
the stone are sufficiently disintegrated 
the solid portions are loosened and fall. 
What is necessary to protect the public 
from injury is a wooden awning, which 
should be erectet} along the front of the 
building, to catch the pieces of stone as 
they break away. Beople's heads and 
limbR are surely not the proper recep- 
tacles of Bostoflice droppings.

Telegraphic Communication. 

A dispatch, dated "Matsqui, Jan. 2d," 
was received here yesterday by B. W. 
Poarso, Escp, Resident Engineer, stating 
that tho operator at that offieo had re- 
ceived information from La Conner notify- 
ing him. that tho Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. will decline to receive British 
Columbia dispatches after Doc. 31st, 
1879, and that Matsqui has not since 
heard from La. Conner. On the receipt 
of the above telegram Mr. Pearse docided 
on sending a dispatch to Mr. Leahy, agent 
of the W. U. Co. at Portland, to ascertain 
whether the notification from Lit Conner 
is of an official character. Should it prove 
to be non-official, and in tho event of its 
being impossible to bring the services 
of the Government steamer Sir James 
Douglas into immediate requisition, then 
tho steamer Etta White or some other 
steamer will be chartered to proceed to 
the locality of the broken cable there to 
effect the necessary repairs. 

The Cofferdam in Peril. 

During the last six weoks fresh water 
has accumulated with such rapidity inside 
the cofferdam at Esquimalt that on Sun- 
day night it was found that it had reach - 
od a greater depth than tho external wa- 
ters of the harbor at high tido. The dam 
was therefore exposed to a very heavy 
and dangerous pressure from tho interior, 
and in order to save it from destruction it 
was deemed necessary to opon the flood- 
gates and permit tho accumulated volume 
of fresh water to minglo with the tidal 
waters, thus equalizing tho level. At 
present, therefore, tho tide flows in and 
out through the gates. Before dock con- 
struction can bo coinmonced the gates 
will have to bo closed and the dock-site 
again pumped out. 

Marine. — The steamer Beaver arrived 
in port from Comox on Sunday night and 
left again yesterday morning, having in 
tew tho bark Penang laden with Welling- 
ton coal for San Francisco. .. .Tho bark 
Pride of England, laden with lumber and 
spars for Calcutta, will be towed to sea 
to-morrow morning by the steamer Alex- 
ander. . . .The bark Gcrmania, laden with 
Wellington coal for San Francisco, passed 
down on Sunday in tow of the steamer 
Pilot. . . .The brig Levi Stevens, recently 
at this port, has been chartered to tako 
wheat from San Francisco to Callao....

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Dec. 31. — The Tay bridge 
will be rebuilt. Most of the bodies of 
the lost have been washed seaward. 

Austria is tho only continental power 
that has accepted a proposition from 
Prince Bismarck for a general disarma- 
ment. No confidence is felt by other 
nations in the integrity of the Prince's 
overtures. 

Russia between the Volga and tho 
Don is famine-stricken, and many per- 
sons have perished. 

The Grosser Kurfurst cannot be 
raised and it is now proposed to blow 
the wreck up. 

A Vienna dispatch thinks the differ- 
ence between Great Britain and the 
Porte will soon be arranged. 

London, Jan. 1. — A dispatch from 
Constantinople reports that Minister 
Luyard's note to the Porte, in reference 
to the mahommedan priest, who is re- 
ported to be under sentence of death 
for circulating pamphlots subversive 
of Islamism, being still unanswered, 
Minister Layard has suspended official 
relations with the Porte. The British 
Embassy nevertheless maintains semi- 
official intercourse with the Porte, no 
actual rupture of diplomatic relations 
having occurred. Meanwhile Sir 
Austin Layard awaits instructions 
from Lord Salisbury. Germany and 
Austria have urged Minister Layard 
and the Porte to come to an arrange- 
ment in this matter. 

Paris, Jan. — At President Grovy's 
reception to the diplomatic representa- 
tives on New Year's Day, Prince Ho- 
honlohe, German Ambassador, addres- 
sing Dr. Freycinet, the President and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, said in a 
loud tone, "I am directed by Prince 
Bismarck to toll you, in the name of 
my government that, notwithstanding 
tho regret we feel at the departure of 
Count Dc St. Vallier from Berlin, wo 
see no reason why our relations with 
the present cabinet should not bear 
the impress of the same sentiments of 
cordiality and peace which we felt and 
manifested with regard to tho pre- 
ceding eabinot. I may add for my 
own part that 1 rejoice to be the bear- 
er of these words, which exactly har- 
monise with the feolings of esteem I 
cherish toward yourself, and to enter 
into official relations with you, thus 
performing an agreeable and reassur- 
ing mission.' 1 

President Grevy said : "I rejoice to 
sec placed at the hoad of tho cabinet a 
man. whose broad and conciliatory 
views of lofty character and sentiments 
of toleration are well known, on whom 
we can rely to wield the power in a 
most equitable and sincerely liberal 
manner, and in whom we are certain 
to find a strictly impartial support." 
DeFreycinct in replying", said: "I cher- 
ish no hostility to tho Catholic religion," 
which he profoundly respected. . He 
only wished to remove it from too 
close a contract with tho political af- 
fairs so as to rescuo it from the con- 
fusion which might paralyze its efforts 
and create difficulties and embarrass- 
ments and cause regrets. Do Frey- 
cinet isaProtestant. 

London, Dec. 30. — A Standard's 
Vienna special says the Russian Nihil- 
ists are circulating among tho peasants 
a story that the Czar has issued a de- 
cree ordering lauded proprietors to di- 
vide their estates among tho peasants. 
Tho peasants on tho estate of Count 
Schouvnloff, in the Sergievesokoi dis- 
trict, seoing that the Count was not 
taking any stops for division of tho 
property, gathered at the castle, seized 
it, expelled all servants and sacked it. 
Two companies of soldiers who wero 
ordered to disperse the rioters were re- 
ceived with showers of missiles. Tho 
affair has assumed a threatening aspect. 
The peasants of several neighboring 
communities have joined tho rioters, 
all of whom are excellently armed. 

Paris, Dec. 30. — President Grevy 
and De Freycinet have earnestly urged 
Count De St. Valuers to withdraw his 
his resignation of ambassadorship at 
Berlin. 

Madrid, Dec. 30. — As the King and 
Queen of Spain were driving through 
the gate of the royal palaco this eve- 
ning a young man dressed as a work- 
man fired a shot from a revolver at tho 
royal carriage; but his aim was bad and 
nobody was hurt. Tho ball has since 
been found and weighs one ounce. It 
passed close to tho head of one of the 
royal 'footmen. King Alfonso was 
driving at the time. The would-be 
assassin was immediately arrestod and 
has confessed his crime. His name is 
Gonzales; aged 19; a waiter by occupa- 
tion and a native of Galicia. 

The Diurio Espanol says two shots 
weie fired at the royal carriage, the 
second passing quite close to thequeen's 
face. Tho weapon was a double-bar- 
reled pistol. The diplomatic body 
have gone to tho palace to congratulate 
their majesties upon their escapo. The 
attempt excites genoral indignation in 
Madrid. It is believed that Gonaalos 
had accomplices and three persons have 
been arrested on suspicion. Gonzales 
has been living in Madrid for some 
time. King Alfonso attended the 
opera at night. 

Tho King and Queen on entering 
the opera were greeted with an enthu- 
siastic demonstration of loyalty and 
gratitude at their escape. At the close 
of tho performance enthusiastic crowds, 
bearing torches, accompanied the royal 
carriage to the palaco. 

BKRLiN,Dec. 30. — Brisk negotiations 
are proceeding between Paris and Ber- 
lin with the object of retaining Count 
DeValliors at his present post, but he 
seems determined to leave. 

Beiuin, Dec. 30. — Schouvaloff' has 
been designated governor-general of 
Moscow to succeed Prince Dolgar 
Oakie. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Dec. 31. — A cripple 
named Frank E. Edwards entered 
Ladd's shooting gallery on Kearney 
street, this evening, called for a. pistol, 



and after firing two shots, turned the 
weapon to his own forehead and sent 
the ball through his brain. The act is 
attributed to poverty. 

Bonfescanio Nanize, in jail awaiting 
sentence for the murder of Wm. Trey, 
attempted suicide in his cell this eve- 
ning, but was cut down before life was 
extinct. 

Los Angelos, Dec. 31. — A woman 
named Renald, while out hunting 
mushrooms on grounds back of tho 
county hospital, threw her child, about 
soven years of ago, into a deep pool of 
water and drowned it. She also at- 
tempted to throw her other child, nine 
years old, into the same pool. The 
woman was arrested and placed in jail. 
She is supposed to be insane and has 
threatened to poison her children and 
then kill herself. 

AFGHANISTAN. 

London, Dec. 30 — A dispatch dat- 
ed Cabul the 27th says Gen. Baker has 
gone to Kohistan with a force consist- 
ing of 1,700 infantry, a regiment of 
cavalry, and four guns to punish the in- 
surgents there. Mohamed Jahn has 
taken Musa Khan with him to Wordak. 
The country about Cabul is rapidly be- 
coming quiet. 

Cabul, Dec. 30. — Gen. Hills has 
been reinstated as military governor of 
Cabul. Shops in the city are destroy- 
ed. Geh. Gough's brigade will occupy 
Bala Hissar. 

London, Dec. 30. — Tho Viceroy of 
India telegraphs that Col. Norman has 
been attacked at Gandnmuk bv Azat- 
rauth Khan with 2,000 followers. Tho 
enemy wero driven off. Tho British 
loss is one man killed. Col. Norman 
will advance at once and reoccupy La- 
taband. 

Vienna, Dec. 30.— Teheran tele- 
grams report that the Khan of Merv 
has sent an embassy to tho British 
authorities in Afghanistan with orders 
to proceed afterwards to the court of 
the Viceroy of India. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
Capetown, Dec. 29.— A meeting of 
Boers took place on the 10th inst., from 
which trouble was anticipated in some 
quarters, but it dispersed quietly after 
adopting a resolution to maintain the 
demand for the independence of Trans- 
vaal and to elect a Volksraad. Paul 
Kruger was chosen to the leadership, 
and was instructed to summon a Volks- 
raad. The meeting was earnest, quiet 
and orderly. Another meeting is to 
take place, and the Gth of April was 
chosen as tho time. Sir Garnet Wols- 
oley, supreme military and civil com- 
mander in Natal and Transvaal, at a 
public dinner in Pretoria, said: Hence- 
forward Transvaal would be regarded 
as a crown colony. , 

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, Dec. 30. — The palatial 
residence of ex-Senator Stewart, of Ne- 
vada, took firo this evening from a de- 
fective flue and was completely gutted 
by the flames. Sir Edward Thornton, 
British Minister, tendered the hospitali- 
ties of his residence to Mr. Stewart's 
family. 

Boston, Jan. 2. — Charles Stewart 
Parnell has arrived and met with nn 
enthusiastic welcome. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, ^ Dec. 31. — John Battle, a 
native of county Donegal, Ireland, 
died in St. Bridget's Home to-day, 112 
years old. 



Japan. 

Yokohama, Dec. 13. — The Japanese 
proposals for a treaty revision so fre- 
quently revived and abandoned in tho 
last few years, as to throw genoral 
doubt over the government's intentions, 
are now brought forward with fresh 
signs of activity. 

Mori Arinorei, envoy to England, 
carries tho Japanese plan of re-ar- 
rangement for tho inspection of Europ- 
ean cabinets, as before announced, with 
the suggestion of a change in the pro- 
sent extra territorial conditions. 

There is surprise at the report by 
telegraph of the United States' offer of 
mediation between Japan and China in 
the Loo Choo affair. No desire to that 
effect was ever expressed by either 
party to the controversy, and a strong 
hope is openly declared by government 
officials that the telegram is unfounded 
or distorted. All danger of hostility 
from the Loo Choo trouble is ended if, 
indeed, any ever existed. 

The town of Hakodate in Yezo was 
partly destroyed by fire on December 
7 th. Twenty-three hundred houses 
were burned. 

Crawford, an American engineer, 
who sails for the United States by this 
mail, is authorized to make complete 
purchases of stock and material for the 
American railway in Yezo, to extend 
from the coal fields in the interior 
through the city of Sapporo, the capi- 
tal of Yezo, to Ottaru, a port on the 
north-western coast, a distance of fifty- 
three miles. 



China. 

Hongkong, Dec. 3.— The new line 
of steamships established by the Japan- 
ese Mitzu Bishi Company between 
Hongkong and Yokohama already 
prospers beyond expectation. Consid- 
erable trade is springing up from the 
intermediate Japanese port, Hobe, 
direct to Hongkong. 

The prolonged insurrectionary move- 
ment of Li Yung Choi has now ended 
and the leader has been captured. 

Warlike preparations for Central 
Asia continue without interruption. 

The renewed efforts of Hongkong 
citizens to discredit Gov. Hennessy at 
homo has been met by fresh assurances 
of confidence by the British colonial 
office.

Toronto, Dec. 19. — It is stated on 
authority that the now Parliament 
buildings in the Queen's Park will not 
exceed §750,000, and will probably not 
cost more than §600,000. ' 

Halifax, Dec. 18. — The congrega- 
tion of St. Andrew's Church, Pictou, 
N.S., is having a quarrel over the organ 
question. The anti-organ party, al- 
though in a minority in the church, 
carried their point, before the Presby- 
tery. 

Toronto, Dec. 17. — The citizens of 
London, Ont., aro subscribing liberally 
to tho Irish relief fund. 

Prince Edward Island exported 
1,300,000 bushels of oats in the month 
of September. 

Madoc, Dec. 16. — Mr. Powell, one 
of the owners of the Gladstone Mine, 
whs here to-day and weighed u brick of 
gold. It turned the scales at three 
pounds and a half, valued at §880. Mr. 
Powell states that this is the result of 
143 hours' crushing. The average 
yield to the ton was §10. 

— A writ of at- 
tachment at the instance of the Canada 
Paper Company has been served upon 
the Lovell Printing and Publishing 
Company.

net and boots.

MUNICIPAL. 

A BY-LAW 

TO REGULATE THE ELECTION OF A 
MAYOR AND COUNCILLORS FOR THE 
CITY OF VICTORIA IN THE YEAR 1380. 

WHEREAS, IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
mako provision for tho Election of a 
Mayor and Municipal Councillors for the 
City of Victoria'for the year 1880. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria, as follows: — 

3. Tho Election of a Mayor and Coun- 
cillors for the City of Victoria, for the 
year 1880, shall take place on the second 
Monday in the month of January, 1880, 
and such election shall commence at 1L' 
o'clock, noon. 

2. Tho nomination of Candidates for 
tho respective offices of Mayor and Coun- 
cillors for the said City shall take place at 
the new City Hall, Douglas street. 

3. Tho Returning Officer of Yates Street 
Ward shall, on tho second Monday in 
January, 1880, at noon, nominate such 
persons as shall bo. put in nomination in 
that behalf by some duly qualified voter 
as candidates for the stud offices, as the 
case may be. A show of hands shall then 
tako place, and tho said Returning Officer 
shall thereupon declare which of the can- 
didates for the said offices has or have 
been elected by the show of hands. 

4. In caso a poll be duly demanded at 
the election of a Mayor, the vote of the 
electors shall be taken on the following 
day, at the new City Hall, Douglas street, 
in the said City of Victoria, and the said 
poll shall be opon at 10 o'clock A. u. and 
close at 4 o'clock P. M. 

5. In case a poll shall be duly demand- 
ed at the election of Councillors, for any 
Ward in the said City of Victoria, the 
vote of the electors entitled to vote in,4uch 
Ward shall be taken on the day following 
the nomination at tho following places, 
that is to say: In Johnson Street Ward, 
at tho now City Ball, Douglas street, in 
the Baid City; in Fates Street Ward, at 
the Police Barracks, Bastion street, in tho 
said City; in James Bay Ward, at the old 
Council Chambers, Government street, in 
tho said City; and the said poll shall be 
opened at 10 o'clock a. m. and closed at 4 
o clock p. m. 

G. In case of a poll at an election for 
Mayor or Councillors th* votes shall be 
given by ballot. 

7. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper [in this By-law called it bal- 
lot papor] showing the names and occupa- 
tions of tho candidates for the office of 
Councillor. In Yates Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot paper, there shall 
bo an additional ballot paper showing the 
names and descriptions of the candidates 
for the office of Mayor; each ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on the back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
the same number printed on the face. At 
the time of voting the ballot papor shall 
bo marked on both sides with an official 
mark and delivered to tho voter within 
tho polling station, and the number of 
such voter on tho Register or List of Mu- 
nicipal Voters shall bo marked on the 
counterfoil, and the voter, having secretly 
marked his vote on the paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote, shall place 
it in a closed box in the prosenco of the 
Officer presiding at tho polling station 
after having shown to him the official mark 
on the back. 

8. Any ballot paper which has not on 
tho back the official mark, or on which 
votes are given to more candidates than 
tho voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except the said number 
on the back is written or marked by 
which the. vote can bo identified, shall bo 
void and not counted. 

9. After the close of the poll, the ballot 
boxes shall be closed up so as to prevent 
the insertion of additional ballot papers 
and shall be taken charge of by the Re- 
turning Officer for Yates Street Ward and 
that officer shall, in the presence of such 
of the candidates as may lie in attendance 
or their agents, and of tho Returning 
Officer, open tho ballot boxes at the new 
Council Chambers, Douglas street, in tho 
said City, and ascertain the result of tho 
poll by counting the votes given to each 
candidate, and shall forthwith declare to 
be elected the candidates or candidate to 
whom the majority of votes have been 
given. 

10. Where an equality of votes is found 
to exist bet ween any candidates at an elec- 
tion, and tho addition of a vote would 
entitle any of such candidates to bo de- 
clared elected, the Returning Officer shall 
givo such additional vote, but shall not, 
in any other caso, bo entitled to vote at 
an election for which he is Returning 
Officer. 

11. And for tho purpose of regulating 
the mode of procedure tit such election; 
and of conducting tho said polls, section 
one of tho By-Law entitled "A By-Law to 
regulate the election of a Mayor and 
Councillors for tho city of Victoria in the 
year 1875," Commencing: If any candi- 
date nominated during tho time appoint- 
ed, etc., together with all the subsequent 
sections of the said By-law and tho sche- 
dule thereto appended are hereby incor- 
porated with this By-law and shall be 
read together with this By-Law a3 if the 
same had been re-enacted, word for word, 
herein and hereby. 

This By-Law may be eilcd for all pur- 
poses as "The Municipal Elections By- 
Law, 1880." Passed the Council Decem- 
ber 24th, 1870.

A BYLAW 

To Ameiid Bylaw No. l,for the Protection '• 
of the City against Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend thu Bylaw " For the Protec- 
tion of the City figainsfc Fire," duted tho' • 
third day of October, 18G2; \<-?< 
Be it therefore knacted by tho Mayor ' 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows:— 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of tho said Bylaw. .• 
are hereby repealed. 

2. The 'walls of all chimnies shall not 
bo less than four (4) inches in thicknoss, 
built of brick laid in good lime niorttir, ' 
till joints being well flushed. 

3. All flues shall pargettod throughout; 
the coating shall not be less than three- 
eighths of an inch in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of chimneys shall be 
flat-jointed with strong limo mortar im- 
mediately after the erection thereof. 

5. No joists, bond timber, or wood of ., 
any kind shall be allowed to enter or rest 
upon the brick work of any chimney. 

(i. The tops of all chimneys shall bo at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
the Mayor and Council to bo unsafe it .. 
shall bo. lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- : " 
oil to order the same to be taken down, 
and it shall bo the duty of the person 
owning the said chimney or occupying the 
house or premises whereon the same may 
bo to tako down such chimney within 
three days after he shall have boon order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty of any in- 
fraction of any of tho provisions of this .. 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any ordor 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- ' 
viction before tho Tolice Magistrate or 
other Justice of the Poaco for tho said 
City, forfeit, at tho discretion of tho Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justico of tho Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
$25 for each offence, together with tho 
costs of prosecution, and in default of 
payment of any such fine, together with 
costs of prosecution, it shall bo lawful for 
tho Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to lovy tho amount 
fif line and costs by distress and sale of 
the offender's goodstand chattels, and in 
case no suflicient distress to satisfy the 
amount of (mo and costs shall bo found, 

it shall bo lawful for the Police Magis- 
trate or Justico of the Peace as aforesaid'* 
to commit tho offender to tho Common 
Gaol for any period not exceeding one 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall be read and con- 
strued with tho Bylaw hereinbefore men- f 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may be cited for all purposes as "Tho 
Bylaw to Amend the Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of tho City against Fire." 

Passed tho Municipal Council the 31st 
day of December, 1879.
